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Overview

This bill would require free deer hunting licenses that are available for Minnesota
veterans with a 100 percent service-connected disability to be permanent licenses
(rather than annual licenses as they are currently).

Section
1 Taking deer; disabled veterans. Amends § 97A.411, subd. 6. Requires firearms and
archery deer hunting licenses issued to resident veterans with 100 percent service-connected
disabilities for free to be permanent licenses. The applicant must provide proof that the
disability has been rated at 100 percent by the United States Veterans Administration.
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
